EXECUTED TWENTY YEARS AOD 


The informant Declares That the Mur­ 
derer, Whom He Met In Mon­ 
tana, and Who Confessed, 
Is Now Among Dead, 


Chicago, TIL, Dec. 29.~That an in­ 
nocent rcan was executed here in 
1894, when Georg*; F. Painter was 
hanged for the murder of Alice Mar­ 
tin. is the statement made in a let-1 
ter received yesterday by Chief of 
Police Gleason from a person sign­ 
ing himself “Ft. W. Baxter,” of Buf­ 
falo, Sangamon county, 111. 
The writr 
cr asked that Painter's relatives be 
found so he could confess to them. 
Baxter’s letter folows: 
”WI11 you try to find the address of 
any of the late George Painter’s fam­ 
ily’ George was hanged in Chicago for 
the murder of Alice Martin. 
He was 
innocent of the crime, lf you find any 
of the family tell them to write me. 
I will take the stigma off the family.” 
Alice Martin, Painters sv.eethoart, 
was beaten to death in 1891 and Joint­ 
er was arrested nine months later. 
After two years of fighting Painter 
was convicted and executed. 
On the 
scaffold he said: 
•if I killed Alice Martin, the girl I 
dearly loved, the woman I lov<d so 
much that I would almost commit any 
crime for her, I pray this minute, my 
last minute on earth, that the eternal 
sa*d he had 
kept

with which Geenral Joffre received 
the military medal 
recently 
shows 
allows that even he who might be re­ 
garded as having exhasuted all of the 
official honors that could be conferred 
on him, when he received the grand 
cross of the Legion of Honor, values 
the little silver medal quite as much 
as the common soldier. 
To receive the military medal it is 
necessary to have been cited in dis­ 
patches, to have gone through four 
campaigns, to have l>cen wounded in 
face of the enemy or to have accom­ 
plished some signal act of courage or 
devotion. 
Of late years the decora­ 
tion of the Legion of Honor has been 
considered far more accessible. 
The 
military medal is not exactly a suc­ 
cessor of the medal of the veterans 
instituted in 1881, hut its purpose is 
the same and the qualifications of the 
men upon whom it is conferred are in 
part the same. 
The legion of Honor, as Bonaparte 
conceived it and instittued it, was in­ 
tended to recompense signal service 
in both peace and war, and Napoleon 
III thought there should be a decora­ 
tion for 
military 
services • distinct 
from an order like the Legion of Hon­ 
or, which was accessible to every one. 
It s not every one who wills that 
shall wear this sign of honor,” Napol­ 
eon said when the Legion of Honor 
was established, and his first inten 
tion clearly was to make it an incent­ 
ive to his men and officers; he him­ 
self stated that the desire to obtain 
the cross grew so rapidly that it be­ 
came a species of fury, beginning with 
Austerlitz. 
For a long time it was 
only the theatrical profession that 
was excluded from the Legion o 
Honor, Napoleon himself 
established 
a precedent of according the decora­ 
tion in recognition of important indns 
trial and commercial achievements by 
decorating a man who had built up 
an enormous industry in wall-paper 
“You compete so vigorously with the 
English with your wall paper,” ho 
said, “I think jyou should be assimilat 
cd with the brave officers of my 
army, for in your way von are accom 
plishing the same thing as they.” 
Ganrobert, 
who 
commanded 
the 
sixth army corps in 1870, 
is quotei 
as saying to a young 
rifleman tha 
Lo 
decorated 
with 
the 
military 
medal on the field of battle: “Now 
then, he is equal to me.” ‘‘With less 
stripes, though,” replied the decorat 
e.J man. Just then both were upset 
by a shock from the explosion of 
shell. “You see very well,” said Can 
robert when he 
had 
gotten to his 
feet and shaken the dust from him 
self, “that I was right in saying we 
I* ere equals, for you see that shel 
had the same effect 
upon 
both of 
us. 
Before the war of 1870, 58,000 sol 
diers had been 
decorated 
with 
the 
military medal, 
while 
during 
that 
war 15,000 new decorations were ac 
corded. Before the 
opening 
of the 
present campaign there 
were about 
50,000 entitled to 
wear 
the decora­ 
tion. 
Among recent inscriptions for the 
military medal in the Journal Ofli- 
ciel the following 
exceptional east* 
are reported: 
Conductor Desbrus,

Berlin. Dec. 29.—Old Count Haes- 
elor, the retired field marshal. is play­ 
ing a unique role in this war.

as he had acquired a great reputation 
as a strategist.

He had fought through 
three wars—against Denmark in 1804, 
against Austria in 1800. and against 
France iii ISIG; but lie was then too 
young to attain high rank, and when 
the present war broke ort he was too 
old to command an army.

year, he went to the Kaiser, it is 
said, and begged permission to ac­

into 
France,

with the old field marshal.

Washington, Dec. 29.—Justice Lamar 
of the supreme court yesterday grant­ 
ed an appeal I rom the decision of the 
Georgia federal court, which refused) 
to release Leo M. Frank on a habeas 
corpus proceeding.

Mary Phagan, an Atlanta factory girl. 
The celebrated case now comes be­ 
fore the highest court in the land, a 
goal for which attorneys of the con­ 
demned man have been fighting for 
weeks and which was once previous­ 
ly denied them, although or. another 
phase of the proceeding. 
, In the present proceeding Frank’s 
attorneys argued to the federal court 
of Georgia that state courts in which 
tr a n k has been convicted of murder 
had lost jurisdiction over their client, 
because he had not had a fair triai 
and had been convicted in an atmos 
phere of violence. 
They asked the; 
Georgia federal 
court 
to 
release 
Frank on a habeas co rn pf* writ 
Jus­ 
tice Newman refused and declined to 
grant an appeal to the supreme court. 
Tin* appeal to Justice Lamar, granted 
Monday, permits them to bring their 
cafe tip for hearing in V/ashfngton. 
Justice Lamar, in a statem ent ex­ 
plaining why he had grunted the ap­ 
peal, said the application presented 
an entirely different situation from 
the application for a writ of error, 
which he had declined to grant some 
time ago. 
He cited several constitu­ 
tional questions which were involved 
iu the present appeal welch, he said, 
the supreme court had never passed 
upon. 
For those reasons, lie added, there 
was "probable cause” for the appeal. 
The appeal will be docketed in the 
supreme court as soon is the clerk of 
the federal district eon *t in Georgia 
forwards the necessary papers consti­ 
tuting a record of the proceedings iii 
his court. 
The case would tyo heard by the full 
court Iii the ordinary course of busi­ 
ness iii about a year and a hall, un-, 
less the state of Georgia should ask 
to

Justice Lamar concluded Bis state­ 
ment by* explaining why he felt him­ 
self called upon, under tile federal act 
of 190S governing appeals to the su 
preme court in hulnas corpus cases, 
to grant the appeal and issue a cer­ 
tificate of probable cause.

ground of motion, nor c’nini that the 
rendition of tour verdict in his absence 
was the denial of a right guaranteed 
by tho federal constitution. 
"Nor has it passed upon the effect 
of its own refusal to grant a writ of 
error ;n a case where an alleged juris­ 
dictional question was presented in a 
motion filed at a time not authorized 
by the practice of the state where 
the trial took place.

WEANING COLT IS DIFFICULT 


London, Dec. 29.—A 
Servian 
Red 
Cross nurse, 
writing to the Servian 
relief committee in london, describes 
conditions in Servia as follows: 
“I have seen five 
wars—what 
is 
Se via’s history but a series of wars— 
but never have I seen such sudden and 
terrible destitution. 
Wounded are ly­ 
ing everywhere, in the houses, on the 
streets, in the squares, and we are 
disturbed in our efforts to care for 
them by the crowd of fugitives con­ 
stantly pouring in. 
VWo give what we have, but it is 
so little, and we are always short, lite 
doors of the Red Cross are thronged 
with supplicants for food and lodging. 
You know how proud our people are. 
Nobody wanted to be rich, for all had 
enough, and now for the first time we 
realize that we are poor. There is not 
a family unhurt by the war. 
“We have soup kitchens, refuges, 
hospitals, at every turn^-all in des­ 
perate need. 
Bakers 
and 
butchers 
are mined, -for we have no money to 
pay them. 
One baker said to me 
weeks ago: ‘I have no son to send to 
the war. but I will give what. I have.’ 
Tie supplied our hospital gratis with 
bread until his flour gave out. Now hr 
is bankrupt- 
“At Svilianits three thousand waifs 
and w anderer arrived last wpek. The 
people took them in. I am convinced 
not a household in that town now has 
a full meal. 
“Yet we do not lose heart.

of the soldiers give us money, if they 
can. 
Yesterday we got contribution? 
of 70 dinars ($14) aud in three cities 
a total of 2,250 dinars ($400) was col 
lected in two days.
